throwing new light upon all the 
pasl history of the human raOe, and 

all the great problems which now 
perplex the thlukersof our day?" 
Four centuries before the birth of 
Christ the Greek philosopher, Plato, 
firm advanced the theory that all 

Hie civilization of the world had 
spiting from t ho c.«nt i a I point of a 

wonderful Island-continent that 

had been huiicd under the w 
of Hie Atlantic for nine thousand 
rs, lie based his theory on a 
story handed down from his aUCl slor 

ilobrated At benian law 
giver, who had learned it from the 
Priests of Keith, at rut, 

• luring a visit In, had made to that, 

country. There is no doubt that 
Solon himself had began the record 
of the story as he heard it, but never 

finished it, probably beoause of 

growing age. flat, to have 

used only the material collected by 

Solon. 

The story did not gain mud. 
deuce in Plato's day, nor has ii done 
so Since to any marked degree, tmlil 

very recently. Plato, while admit- 
ted to be vary ■ set 
down as something of a dreamer, 
ami many of the things he earnestly 
endeavored to teaoh were not be* 
llaved on that acoount. But in the 

ages since he lived, many Ol 
teachings have been accepted as the 

vei\ loues of modern pb] 

logy, 't hereby branding the judgment 

oi bis con temporal 

fallible. 

Who can say that, time may not 



do the same for the story of Atlantis? 

It. must be remembered that the 

story of Pompeii and llereulanouni 
was regarded as purely fable for 
many centuries. But when really 
found U) l>e (rue, they proved veil 

table treasure bous a s of Information 
regarding ancient limes. 

Al any .rati', Plato's Story i.s a 
" plain, unvarnished tale," and it is 
evident thai he made no attempt to 
embellish it with the marvelous 
and Impossible adventures of any 
theological gods and gorgons, ac- 
OOrdiug to the custom ol his lime. 

The island-continent of Atlantis, 

according to Plato, was located in 

what is now the shallowest pari of 

Atlantic Ocean, opposite the 

mouth of the Mediterranean Sea. 

It reached from a point near the 
British Islands, southwest toward 

I be shore of Booth America, 
and from llieiicc eastward nearly 
to the west coast of Africa. lis 
total area was "greater than Libya 
and Asm (.Minor)." The Azores 
are considered lo he Hie peaks of 

its submerged mountains. 

In Atlantis there lived a great 
and wonderful people, ruled by 
descendants of Poseidon (Neptune) 
and Cleilo, a woman of Atlatilean 
birth. Donneily points out that 
these kingH and queens were pro 

bitbly the originals Of the Greek 
gods and heroes. A similarity of 
names between the Atlantean le- 

I ami those ol < ireece, Phenicia, 
India, and even Seaiidinn via, point 

to some common origin, though it 
may I >e loo much to affirm that the 
latter hail an Allautean source, 
id on had ten sons, aiming 
whom he divided the dominion of 
the island. The oldest, Atlas, was 
king overall the rest, and his family 
retained supremacy throughout 

Prom bis mine I ho names 

Of both OCSau and island. Under 
the tule of this line of kingH, the 

great Island became rich and pro 
sperous. Plato says : "They had 

such an amount of wealth as never 

before was possessed, and saver 

will be again." The land itself was 
naturally rich, having great quan 
lilies of mineral wealth as well as a 
favorable natural situation. Among 
the metals was one called " oil- 
clialeum," Which was nearly as pre- 
cious as gold. Il must have been 
very plentiful, as we read that the 
walls of the gral temple of Poseidon 

were covered with the " red bright, 

The forests furnished an 

abundance of beautiful woods, and 

and all kinds of useful plants Hour 
ished, both wild and cultivated. 

• onseipioneo nearly e\ei y kind 
of animal was found, even lo the 

elephant. 

The cilivization of modern times 
would, in many ways, pale before 
tho Splendidly ordered magnificence 

of Atlantis and hsr people, Every 
conceivable el terns to have 

heen the lot even of the commonest. 

Theii law-making, In spite of king- 
ly predominance, was a marvel of 
democracy, and kings seem to baVe 

aided as only Hie judges and ad- 
visers of their people. Indeed, 

there seems lo have been no excel- 
lence laOkiUg In Iheii life and eh 

aoter. Plato says this resulted from 
their being "cultivated dining

Some writers considered 
this to correspond with the great 
peloids of time necessary for the 
evolution of man from a savage to 
cilized state.

Il was while this powerful nation 
was endeavoring to add Greece to 
its dominions, that the end came 
suddenly lo all these magnificent 
dreams of pomp and power.

graphically describes this terrible 
event, as follows: " Hut afterward 
there occurred violent earthquakes 
and floods, and in a single day and 
night of tain all the war-like men 
in a body sank into the earth and 
the Island 'Of Atlantis sank beneath 
the sea. And that is I he reason 
why the sea is in those parts so im- 
passable and impenetrable, because 
there is such a quantity of shallow 
mud in the way; and this was caus- 
ed by the subsidence of the island." 
So ended the glories of the fam- 
ous Lost Atlantis. The most that 
has come down lo us is a legend 
rich in beautiful imagery, and un- 
less the unlikely prophecy of Mr. 
Donnelly shall some day come true, 
il is doubtful whether our definite 
knowledge of the mysterious land 
will ever be greatly enlarged. But 
even as a myth, Hie story has its 
value, ami should not, be neglected 
in a summary of the wonderful lore 
id 'ancient times — Kathrrinr Atlicr- 
ton (,'rimrs, i» Normal Instructor.

Editor Journal: I received the 
Cleveland report last week, and am 
glad to put it on my bookshelf with 
its sister reports from Cincinnati, 
1880, down to Colo/ado Springs, 
1910. It looks big and fat compar- 
ed with the earlier reports I think 
its size may be looked upon as show- 
ing the increasing strength and im- 
portance of the N. A. D. Are you 
a Nad? If not, WHY not? 

I have not had the time yet to read 
it all, but I have looked through it. 

Getting all the stuff together for 
the printer was a big task. Secre- 
tary Mr. Bobs Roberts, who did most 
of the work, deserves much praise. 
He gave his spare time during many 
evenings to the job. And he had no 
commission in sight to make him 
zealous. I have an idea that the N. 
A. D. will not be ungrateful. It 
will very likely express its thanks at 
Hartford, perhaps at San Francisco, 
in a way that may please Mr. Roberts 
more than mere words of praise. 

I did not overlook Mr. Roberts' 
little billet doux asking for a dime or 
so to help pay the expense of print- 
ing the report.- I sent him my check 
for $1.00. The book is worth much 
more than that to me. Moreover, I 
think that it is a book the everyone 
interested in the deaf should read. 

There are a few errors. But these 
may be the fault of the printer's 
devil or of the office cat. For in- 
stance our esteemed Cadi's picture, 
showing him with the look he wears 
when nabbing an impostor, is at the 
tail end of the book. Its proper 
place is where the frontispiece is 
usually put. I suspect the Cadi is a 
little too modest. Then again, 
while Supt. John Richelieu Dobyns' 
name occurs in the list of members 
with the word honorary in brackets, 
the name of Mr. John Doughbags 
Rockefeller is omitted from Ohio's 
roster. How is it that Vice-Cadi 
Greener did not notice ? I think the 
omission is very serious. I was flat- 
tering myself that with Mr. Rocke- 
feller with us and for us, the N. A. 
D. would have an average per capita 
wealth of $r,io3,ooo.or, but now 
that is not there it reduces our rat- 
ing by Dun and Bradstreet to a 
measly $3,000.01 counting in pluto- 
crats like Fra Morin. The omission 
robs the list of the distinction of be- 
ing the richest aggregation of the 
deafs in the world. I feel very 
much surprised at such disregard of 
wealth by the honorable committee 
on printing the report.

There is a great deal of misinfor- 
mation being spread about the deaf 
by those who pretend to be their 
friends and who should know better. 
There if a great deal of discrimina- 
tion against the deaf, especially in 
the Civil Service of the government. 
Impostors are still pentiful. The 
oral method is spreading like a 
cancer upon the vital organs of our 
educational system. I know of 
schools in which, while they call 
themselves Combined System 
Schools, there have been no- pupils 
addded to the manual department 
for several years. I know of one 
Combined System school where those 
at the head have said that if a deaf 
child cannot learn by the oral method 
it is proof that this child is feeble- 
minded, and that such a child has no 
place in a school for the deaf, but 
should be put in a school for feeble- 
minded children. I bless Providence 
that I am not a pupil in this school 
and that this oral test cannot apply to 
me. If it did, I would be among the 
unfortunates branded "feeble-mind- 
ed." 

If the deaf wish to win in this 
struggle to educate the public, to 
get fair treatment in the Civil Service 
and other employment, to overcome 
the growing oral cancer, they must 
fight the fight themselves. It is 
vain to look for initiative and help 
from our hearing " friends." Their 
National Association is now the sole 
champion they have. Are YOU a 
Nad ! If not, WHY not?

of the Executive Committee of the 
Association just long enough to 
make a motion that Cadi Howard be 
requested, if he can spare the time 
from his business, to make a trip 
through the principal cities east of 
the Mississippi River, to explain to 
the deaf in each centre what the N.

S and Blue college magazine for 
March.

I read 
the new constitution of the Alumni 
Association. I read it with in 
awe, because it was prepared by five 
of our greatest American deaf-mute 
high-brows. For this reason, and 
also because, as I have said several

Still, one or two things seem 
funny to me. I think it is funny 
that the initiation fee and member- 
ship dues of this association should 
be the same as those of any plebeian 
deaf-mute society. It seems to me 
that they ought to be twice as much. 
A dollar a year dues does not seem 
much for a graduate of the highest 
institution of learning in the world 
for the deaf to pay for the privilege 
of becoming a contributing member 
of his alumni association and show- 
ing his appreciation of his alma ma- 
ter. 

Another very funny thing is that 
though the constitution is very par- 
ticular to explain the duties of the 
officers, it does not explain how, 
when, and where these officers are to 
be elected, Perhaps there was such 
an article in the written draft of the 
constitution, but the office goat ate 
it up. Anyway it seems like the 
play of Hamlet with the ghost left 
out, to have a deaf-mute convention 
and miss the fun of electing, or at 
least inaugurating, a new batch of 
officers. 

If these high-browed gentlemen 
will excuse me and not regard it as 
lese majesty on the part of a humble 
cobbler, who moreover is not a mem- 
bar, to offer a suggestion, might 
I point to the mail-election law of 
the N. A. D. ? With a similar law, 
every "contributing" member would 
have ajlook-in when it comes to elect- 
ing the officers of the College associa- 
tion.

Most of thl Supts. are urging 
their teachers to attend the big con- 
ventions at Staunton. That is right 
and proper. Still it seems the Supts, 
or at least most of them, should soft- 
pedal on this proposition. The 
Supts. themselves expect to attend, 
of course. But in most cases, if not 
all. their expenses will be paid for 
by their schools. The trip would 
thus become an out-and-out pleasure 
jaunt to them. But it is different 
with the teachers. They have to 
travel on their own pockets. More- 
over they do not get the salaries the 
Supts. do. Moreover, board for 
themselves and their families the 
year around is not among the per- 
quisites of their jobs. Moreover, 
the Supts. dominate the convention. 
Their words and views are law. 

I think it would be very nice if 
the Boards of the several schools 
were to appropriate at least enough 
money to cover half the expenses of 
several representative teachers, deaf 
as well as hearing, from each school. 
I think that in that case it would not 
require much urging to induce these 
teachers to attend. Yet even then 
some would have a hard time finding 
the other half. But the millenium 
is still a thousand years in the future. 
There are over 560,000 teachers 
in American schools for the hearing. 
Ten percent of these would make 
an army of over 56,000. There was 
never such an attendance at any 
convention of the National Educa- 
tion Association. There are 1,800 
teachers of all kinds in our schools 
for the deaf. I venture to predict 
that Df. Dobyns will have more 
than ten percent of these assembled 
at Staunton. Some one please keep 
tab and count those from pure oral 
schools.

DEAFNESS AS A HERITAGE. 

An examination has been made of 
the records of 4500 marriages of the 
deaf, and it has been found that, 
while takiiiK tin, marriages of deaf 
pei sons as a whole, nearly percent, 
of the offspring are deaf, and con- 
trasted with less than one tenth of 1 

percent, of deaf children as a result 
of the mairiagesof normal persons; 
a very different and much more fa- 
vorable result is obtained if it be 

found that the deaf parents had no 

trace of previous deafness in their 
families, says the "Kanrily Doctor." 
Man iajjes of deaf persons without 
deaf relatives is no more likely to 
result in deaf children than any mar- 
riage in the community at large,

who have deaf relatives is just as 
likely to result in deaf children as 
the deaf.

Forget that if you earn $3 a day 
your train time is worth 37 cents an 
hour. 

Think you have one idea of 
financial returns from the house 
you are dreaming about. An archi- 
tect has seen that idea in operation 
from a hundred angles, and if he is 
conscientious will tell you if it's any 
good or not. 

Here are the rules of the game : 
Real Estate Agencies charge two 
and ajhalf percent on any thing they 
sell. By buying from an owner 
direct you can save this. 

Taxes are about $1.85 in Greater 
New York per $100 assessed values 
are about two thirds. 

Water rents are about $1 o on a one- 
family house ; $20 on a two-family. 
Don't rely on a well. 

Architects charge five percent on 
the cost of the house only. This 
includes Plans, Specifications, De- 
tails, and Supervision. They save 
you forty percent in the long run. 
Remember a house of your own 
has a home value not easily reckon- 
ed in dollars and cents. 

You can mortgage from fifty to 
sixty percent of the value of the 
property at five and a half per- 
cent.
